the Mayor’s Aid, 


OTTY NOT CHEATED,” 


The offensive movement being prapared 
‘by the city administration against the 
hoard of supervising engiheers was as- 
gatied euddeniy yesterday. 

Instead of waiting ahd taking a de- 
femive attitude upon the completion of 
the audit of the street car companies’ 
pooks, the - board made public an opinion 
attacking the legal advice upon which 
the admin‘stratian’s case is being bulft. 

That opinion was prepared by Walter L. 
‘Fisher, one of the authors of the 1907 
traction ordinances and special traction 


counsel for the city during the first four 


years they were in operation. 

Mr. Fisher assailed the entire legal 
groundwork built up by Corporation 
Counsel Beckwith, who gave a series of 
opinions in which were opposed various 
eonstructions placed by the supervising 
poand upon the provisions of the traction 
ordinances relative to the “ partnership ”’ 
accounts between. the city and the com- 
panies. 

Beckwith Reversed S¢i¢? 

In effect Mr. Fisher alleges Mr. Beck- 

with, in order to support charges that 


the board’s rulings had done the city a’ 


vast financial injury, completely reversed 
himself on the most important point at 
iasue, 

Mr. Fisher alleged that, in an opinion 
given while the unification ordinance was 
pending, and before the present ‘con- 
troversy arose, Mr. Beckwith had held 
formally that a specified section of that 
ordinance would. approve and indorse 
the bookkeeping methods sanctioned by 
the board. After the controversy reached 
its height, he continued, Mr. Beckwith 
gave @n exactly contradictory opinion. 


Answers Law Opinions. 

Mr. Fisher then answered two opinions 
of the city law department on specific 
questions concerning the method’ of 
charging certain expense. The law de- 
partment had told the accountants the 
cost of moving downtown elevated col- 
umns to permit the passage of the large 
cars was not a construction matter to 
be charged against capital account, on 
which the companies receive an interest 
allowance. Mr. Beckwith would charge 
this to operating expense to be borne by 
the companies. Mr. Fisher said it was 
a much of a construction charge as tho 
Cost of relocating tracks. 

The city law department held that ex- 
benditures for payements between rails 
were no more necessary for street car 
companies than for steam railroads. Mr. 


' Fisher replied that the corporation coun- 


el apparently had overlooked several 
Drovisions of the 1907 ordinances relative 
to this subject. 


Fisher Detects Animus. 

Mr. Fisher intimated’ he could detect 
én animus and an intent to overrule the 
supervising board wherever an opportu- 
nity offered. A similar hint was com 
veyed by Bion J. Arnold, chairman of 
the board, in a brief interview. 

“The purpose,” he said, “of the law 
department's opinions seems to be to at- 
tempt to construe the 1907 ordinances and 
the unification ordinance SO as to show 
that large amounts of expenditures have 


been charged to capital which should

Vera Cruz, Nov. 21,—The last fugitives 
to reach here: before all traffic on rail- 
roads out of Mexico City was suspended 
today told of a reign of terror in the 
capital.

Learn of Fleet’s Base. 

Last month the Germans through thetr 
system of espionage learned thet the 
British battleship fleet was making its 
base at Lough Swilly, a harbor on the 
northwest coast of Ireland. 

When thie information was learned by 
the German authorities a small squadron 
of submarines was sent out to try and 
catch one or more of the British battle- 
The submarines left Wilhelmsa- 
haven, and, carefully dodging the mines, 
worked their way north and then skirted 
the coast of Scotland, and on Oct. 26 hed 
discovered the base at Lough Swilly.

“Retreat has been made difficult by 
the destruction by the Germans of all 
railroads, bridges, and highways. A Rus- 
sian defeat may decide the whole cam- 
paign in the east, as on the Russian side 
there are no trained reserves and a lack 
‘of arms, ammunition, and officers. 

“In the region to the east of Czenstoch- 
owa our troops are fighting by the side of 
our allies and have gained ground.” 


Germans Establishing Lines. 

In order to insure a complete clearance 
of German territory of Russians for the 
*vinter a line of communication has been 
established which, it is declared, will 
enable the Germans to hold whatever 
Russian territory they may gain, even 
to Warsaw, should Gen. von Hindenberg 
take that city. 

No uneasiness is felt over the East 
Prusian campaign.

He in- 
forms the government that on the even- 
ing of the day on which the incident oc- 
curred (on Monday last) the Ottoman 
minister of the interior informed him 
that the commander of the Tennessee 
had attempted to visit Smyrna in his 
seam launch, passing through the mine 
zone, contrary to the Turkish govern- 
ment’s regulations, and that the boat had 
been stopped by warning shots fired 
toward it. 

** He added that the governor general, 
after the incident, had offered to take the 
officer overland in his automobile. The 
minister of war later communicated with 
the ambassador, fully informing him of 
the incident and requesting that the Ten- 
nessee, which was then at Vourlah, some 
distance from the harbor of Smyrna, 
should be withdrawn.

Mayor Takes a Hand. 

Half way through the task of disposing 
of the matter the committee was halted 
by Mayor Harrison's proposal for a com- 
plete Investigation covering the .entire 
#even years since the passage of the trac- 
tion ordinances. Upon his initiative an 
appropriation of $50,000 was voted and 
City Controller Traeger was authorized to 
g@elect the accountants. 

'Mr. Traeger instructed Barrow, Wade, 
Guthrie & Co. to proceed upon the books 
ef the Chicago City Railway company 
and M. & L. W. Scudder, a New York 
firm, were put upon the records of the 
Chicago Rallways company. Each was 
instructed to prepare two reports—one ir 
conformity with the rulings of the su- 
pervising board and the other following 
the advice of the law department. It was 
in this manner the accountants obtained 
the opinions to which the supervising 
board and Attonney Fisher now seriously 
object. 


Cites Two Opinions. 

That which Mr. Fisher declares to con- 
stitute a complete reversal of opinion on 
the part of the corporation counsel is 
contained in two legal opinions given by 
Mr. Beckwith, one before there was any 
friction between the board of supervis- 
ing engineers and Mayor: Harrison, and 
the other delivered recently. 

These opinions deal with the authority 
of the board to establish an accounting 
principle in such cages as the city ordi- 
nances did not specifically provide an ac- 
counting theory. Mr. Fisher asserted 
the earlier opinion of Mr. Beckwith clear- 
ly established this right, while the later 
one denied it, and further termed the 
first opinion merely a “ warning.”’ 


Quotations from. Beckwith. 

Before the unification ordinance of 1918 
was passed Mr. Beckwith said: 

“To put the situation in other words, 
the passage of the provizions of seofion 
% will constitute an estoppel against the 
city to claim that the basis of accounting 
heretofore adopted by the board of super- 
vieing engineers and urged by the com- 
panies with regard to all matters in dis- 
pute under the traction ordinances is in- 
correct, because of the fact that this ordi- 
nance substantially in terms confirms and 
ratifies such previous methods of account- 
ing. Thies question, however, resolves 
itself into one of policy, as to waiver, for 
the city council to determine.’ 


’ Here’s Reversal Opinion. 

Later, on Oct. 24, 1914, he declared 

“1 took occasion, out of what may have 
been an excess of caution, to volunteer 
a word of warning concerning thia seo- 
tion, but, as appears from my opinion of 
Oct. 27, 1918, it was ea warning as dis- 
tinguished from a construction of the 
ordinance, and, after that warning was 
given section 83 of the ordinance in ques- 
tion was amended in several material 
particulars. I therefore advise you that 
the ordinance of Nov.-18, 1913, hae no 
effect upon the ordinances of Feb. 11, 
1907, which constitute the basis of ac- 
counting between the cfy and the com- 
panies, except In the particulars specific- 
ally enumerated herein, and the same is 
true as to the methods ofaccounting.” | 


Views of Fisher. 
Mr. Fisher, on the contrary, holds the 


’ decision as to these questions was ex- 


pressly and necessarily left to the board 
of supervising engineers. He said: 

‘Probably the most important ques- 
tions of accounting to be decided under 
the ordinances of 1907 are based upon 
the claasification of expenditures as be- 
tween capital account and the accounts 
jicr mainienance, repairs, and renewals. 
The decision of these questions (under 
the general provisions of the ordinances) 
was expressly left to the board of super- 
vising engineers and to the board of eu- 
pervising engineers alone. 

“Indeed, they could not well have been 
left to any one else because they must 
always be a mixed question of engtneer- 
ing and accounting.

The counse] for Mr. Arnold held that 
Mr. Beckwith was right in his first opin- 
ion, when he hed that the unification 
ordinance confirmed and ratified the 
methods of accounting in use previous to 
that time. 

The board of supervising engineers corm- 
tends that if Mr. Fisher's construction of 
the ordi is correct, it necessarily 
follows there is little or nothing in any 
other points which may be raised . the 
corporation coungel. 


Sharp Conflict: Seen. 
On practically all of the opinions ren- 


| @ered by the corporation counsel and At- 


torney Figher, in the opinion of Bion J. 
Arnold, there is sharp conflict between 
their construction of the points and ordl- 
nances at issue. The conflict is said to 
be illustrated in the question of paving, 
which involves the bookkeeping entry of 
some $6,000,000 of paving. 

The corporation counsel has held the 
expenditures for paving are no more nec- 
essary for a street railway company op- 
erating in the streets of a city than for 
a steam railroad. He draws a distinc- 
tion between a foundation upon which 
the paving rests amd the paving block 
iteelf, reaching the conclusion that it is 
proper to charge the cost of the foun- 
dation to capital, but not the cost of put- 
ting down the granite blocks. 


What of Street Paving? 

The corporation counsel says: 

"So far as the paving proper is con- 
cerned, it is no more an essential part 
of the plant and property of the company 
than it would be an essential part of the 


j plent and property of a steam railroad 


company. So far as the operation of 
either road is concerned, the paving 
proper as distinguished from the founda- 
tion upon which it is laid. serves no use- 


ful purpose and should not, therefore, in 
our opinion, be charged to capital.” 


Ordinance Provision Answer. 

Mr. Fisher replies to this opinion by 
saying the ordinance of 1907 specifically 
provides the cost of paving shall not be 
charged to maintenance. He said: 

“Under the old ordinances the paving 
‘of the rights of way was the only com~ 
pensation which the city obtained. Un- 
der the ordinances of 1907 the city was 
to receive 55 per cent of the net receipts, 
and the extensive paving required was 
not to be considered as an operating ex- 
pense, Expenditures for paving were 
to be treated in all respects like expendi- 
tures for other kinds of construction or 
reconstruction work.” 

Likewise the ordinance of 1913, acoord- 
ing to Mr. Fisher, in establishing a beais 
for paving renewals, backs up his con- 
tention. 

City Might Lose $3,300,000. 

It is declared that if the corporation 
counsel is right in saying the cost of pav- 
ing is not a part of construction and 
should not be chargeé@ to capital, but to 
operation, just as sprinkling or sweep- 
ing the street ie charged to operation, 
approximately $6,000,000 has been charged 
to capital which should be charged to 
operation. It would also mean, it is de-

Delivery of 228 new cars from Philadel- 
phia is expected next week.

The report deals with improvements of 
service under the unification ordinance. 
The greatest difficulty to contend with, 
according to President Busby, is the con- 
gestion in the. downtown district, which 
delays traffic. Downtown subways are 
suggesied as the only remedy for this 
condition.

FINDINGS OF INQUIRY. 


BY THE REV. JOHN A. RYAN. 
(St. Paul. seminary, St. Paul, Minn.) 
Some of the difficulties ef deciding 
“pon @ wage which will be acceptable 
to both employer and employé are here 
desoribed by Father Ryan, author of 
“4 Living Wage” and one of the fore- 
most authorities of this country on min- 
imum wage legislation. 


New York, Nov. 21:—-The minimum wage 
law of Minnesota authorizes the minimum 
wage commission to establish advisory 
boards to assist in the task of determining 
living wages for women and minors. Ac- 
cordingly, the commission set up early 
in the present year three such boards 
one for the mercantile and one for the 
manufacturing concerns,in St.Paul and 
Minneapolis; and one for both these in- 
. dustries in Duluth. : 

Each of the three boards was composed 
of employers’ and employés’ representa- 
tives in equal numbers with a third group 
representing the general public. 

The efforts of advisory boards to ascer- 
tain the minimum cost of living for work- 
ing girls brought out many interesting 
and instructive facts. In the mercantile 
board the subcommittee on clothing re- 
ported three estimates, averaging $2.20. 


¥ t t , 
| Four of the six membérs of the subcom: 
mittee of the manufacturing board agreed 
upon $1.92 a week as the proper minimum 
cost of clothing. ' 

It was generally recognized that this 

tem of expenditure is somewhat higher 
for store girls than for thoee employed 
in factories. In the matter of miscel- 
laneous expenses, such ascar fare, health, 
vacation, laundry, ete. the suncommittee 
of the mercantile board reported a mini- 
mum ccs, of $1.81 a week, while the sub- 
cemm.ttee of the manufacturing board 
agreed upon $1.00. 

The task of determining the minimuni 
cost of board and lodiging was coneidera- 
bly more difficult. This was due mamly 
to two causes: First, the fact that the 
cheapest boarding houses were MNmited in 
number;. and, second, the question 
whether ali girls may Teasonably be re-

quired to live two in a room. 


$4.80 a Week for Two. 

The majority of the mercantile board 

finally decided an allowance of $4.80 per 
week would provide good accommoda- 
ions for all willing to live two in a room, 
and probably would cover a sufficient 
number of single room places to care for 
those who had reasonable grounds for de- 
clining the double room arrangement. 
The majority of the manufacturing 
board adopted the reconimendation of 
$4.75 per week. 
-The employer members,of the mercan- 
tile board proposed that. the minimum 
wage recommended be $7 per week. They 
defended this proposal on the ground that 
$7 a week is a decent ving wage for all 
girls living at home, and that these con- 
stitute the great majority. 

To: the objection that a minimum ad- 
justed to this standard -would leave the 
girls-who were “adrift” insufficiently 
protected, whereas the law was enacted 
especially for their protection, the em- 
ployers responded that the number of 
girls living away from home who were 
getting less than living wages even now 
was so small that they should be provided 
for otherwise than by establishing a wage 
so high as to cause great hardship not

when it has set up such a board it may re- 
ject the recommendations of the latter 
and proceed to fix whatever rates it 
pleases.

‘THEY HAVE REFORMED’ 


Prosperity based upon sound business 
achievement is the portion predicted for 
the United States by Louls D. Brandeis 
in his address yesterday to the judges of 
the Circuit and Superior courts at a 
luncheon given by Judge Hugo Pam. 

“The general easing of money is one 
of the strongest influences in reviving 
business,”’ said Mr. Brandeis. ‘' With the 
opening of the federal reserve banks in- 
terest rates have been dropping: The his- 
tory of business in this country proves 
that as soon ase money in the banks is 
offered liberally for commercia! purposes 
hearded money comes from its hiding 
place and increases the flow of currency 
into general circulation. This is what is 
happening now, 


Big Business Active. 

“ Big business is making plans for in- 
creased activity. The opening of some of 
the larger steel mills is but an indicat.on 
of this. The leather industry in New 
England is working on rush orders at ad- 
vanced prices. Other industries arein the 
same position. The eyes of the world wt 
be on the United States during the next 
twelve months 
“T believe the large corporations are 
today doing everything in their power to 
obey the law. They have found it does 
not pay to do otherwise. I think the trust 
situation in. this country is now well in 
hand,” 

Praises Rail Rate Raise. 
In an interview Mr. Brandeis said the 
railways will now become large custom- 
ere of American manufacturers, 
“Por the last year and a half,”’ said 
the man who told the railways how to 
save $1,000,000 a day, “‘ the railways have 
not had the money to purchase even the 
necessary supplies for their ordinary 
needs. With the increased revenue from 
higher passenger and freight rates the 
railways will first look to their depleted 
stocks of supplies and doubtless will be 
larger purchasers from American manu- 
fagturere during the next six months.”

Relatives of Mrs. Laflin- 
Jones Sought Methods 
of Opponents. 


CRUELTY IS CHARGED, 


New York, Nov. 21.—[Special.]—That 
the relatives of Mrs. Hester A. Laflin 
Jones, who is suing Gardner D. Johes. 
her second husband, for divorce and the 
recovery of $50,000, intended to combat 
hypnotism with hypnotism at the trial, 
was revealed today in the report of a 
referee in the proceedings which was 
filed in the Supreme court. 

Most of the papers in the report were 
sealed, but one which revealed the in- 
tention to introduce novel testimony at 
the trial was left open and attached to it 
was a letter from Mrs. Jones’ sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Louis E. Laflin, to Mrs. Jones’ 
attorney David Wallace.

In addition Mrs. Jomes toldia story of al- 
leged cruelty, declaring that her hus- 
band beat her, and on one occasion 
plunged a hunting knife into her up to 
the hilt and then left her with the knife 
sticking in her body. 

She also alleged that her husband ter- 
rorized her, and that he “ obtained men- 
tal domination’ over her.

The sentimental fallacy of the doctrinaire pacifist 
who quarrels with Washington's common sense is 
that passive nations can induce aggressive, expand- 


‘| ing, imperial peoples to disarm by offering them 


an example of defenselessness. Nothing in history 
or In the present situation of nations justifies this 
paradox. China's example, our own long standing 
example, have not induced Germany or Japan to 
disband their armies, nor England to beach her 
navy. Only sentimentalists hope- that warewill be 
abolished through an example of disarmament of- 
fered by nonaggressive peoples. War is avuided 
through an equilibrium of power, and until the 
millennium arrives weakness will invite aggression 
whenever aggression promises profit.

creating armies, either for offense or defense, and. 
by maintaining the military spirit, war finally be- 
comes inevitable. The instinct to use what wo) 
have made, to test what we have done, becomes in 
time irresistible. Europe, like 
Shelley’s oft quoted tale, having created a mon- 
ster, finds at last that it defies ite creator and be- 
comes its victim. 

That there is much truth in this need nat be de- 
nied. Even its importance as a factor In the pres- 
ent tragedy need not be denied. But the practical 
problem before a nation is not whether the main- 
tenance of an army and a navy is attended by 
dangers, bat whether it is atteided by fewer perils 
than unpreparedness. Washington, although he 
lived before the age wherein nations are “ armed 
camps,” did not ignore the evil effects of military 
ambition and did not favor a great military estab- 
lishment. Yet he evidently believed that to be weak 
was to invite attack, and to be strong was not neces- 
sarily to be belliccse. 

To show directly that history sustains Washing- 
ton is not possible without elaborate reference, and 


at best the expos'tion would be open to argument. 


But when we look over the world of our day it is 
easy to realize that if the preparedness of some 
nations does not save them from war, or even pre- 


' cipitates them into war, unpreparedness does not 


save other nations. China, it is true, is saved from 
external war. But there are few Americans who 
would accept its fate for their own country. Un- 
preparedness did not save England nor France. And 
umpreparedness never bas saved the United States.

When we come tothe work of the liver 
we enter the fleld of romance. Theology, 
law, history. literature, as well ase medi- 
cine, bear the imprim of the romancer 
retailing the story of the liver. It bulked 
so large that at its doors has been laid 
the responsibility for nearly every im- 
pulse in Aumap experience. Acts had to 
be explained—the liver. The great, prom- 
inemt, bulky liver had te be explained— 
the act.

At the present time a few facts are 
knowm There is no question but that 
the next ten years will see many aié- 
coveries In the field of liver Phyalology. 


‘It is mot possible that so large an organ 


could have so little work to do as. that 
which we now know about. 

We know that it secretes bile. That 
much is certain. But the present eyi. 
dence is that bile js the least service- 
able of all the digestive juices. [t is not 
to. be compared with the gastric juice, or 
the pancreatic, or‘the secretion of the in- 
testinal glands 

As a digesiant it seeme to be about on 
a par with the saliva. It stimulates the 
intestinal muscles to work and the other 
glands to secrete, and thus indirectly it 
helps digestion more than by direct 
action. 

This is what Minot calle the pantry 
function of the liver. The food, having 
been codked in the kitchen—the stomach— 
and being en the way to the dining room— 
the inteSstinee—is flavored in the pantry 
by the bile and pancreatic juice, 

Some might not agree with Minor in 
calling the intestines the dining room, 
The actual eaters are the cells of the 
pody, and the food in the intestines, while 
in the process of preparation, is still far 
from being ready to be eaten by the body 
celis. Helping in this further prepara- 
tion is the most important work that 
the liver has to do. It is ane the field

The recognized functions of the liver 
in this field are tts work in meking sugar 
and starch ready for use and its effect 
on albumins. The liver has the power of 
converting ordinary sugars into a special 
form of sugar, giycogen, and storing up 
im tts cella the excess of glycogen. It 
has the power of converting glycogen into 
other forms of eugar when the body needs 
thenr. 

This function of the liver hae much te 
do with the production of energy and the 
making of heat, as well as with the gen- 
eral nourishment of the body. 

It is now well known that after the 
gastric juice has converted a piece of 
beef steak Into peptones It le necessary 
that somewhere in the body these pep- 
tones be converted into amino acide, and 
some of them finally tnto urea. With this 
work the liver has to do, 


Ss 

Probably tn time it will be found tbat 
the liver has several other functions. In 
the ordinary work of keeping well. as 
done by the ordinary, every day citizen. 
the only function of the MNver that is given 
any thought fs its bile secreting function. 
And most of the accepted ideas on that 
subject are wrong. 

I am sure the idea is general that a 
man should take something to “ touch 
up his liver” occasionally; that if he has 
malaria he will not get much effect from 
quinine unt!] he has stimu'ated his liver 
or got the bile out of his system. 

To do this it is customary to take calo- 
mel. One old time patient of mine, who 
periodically appeared for his horse med!- 
cine, always called for a teaspoonful of 
calomel He did not get it, but he gota 
horse dose. 

There is no proof that calomel .stimu- 
lates the secretion of bile, or gets the 
bile out of the system, or touches the 
liver. Any laxative which empties the 
intestines and rids the blood vessels of 
the abdominal cavity of several pints of 
water will promote the absorption of qui- 
nine or anything else which & subse- 
quently taken: For this purpose calomel 
is about as good as any other laxative, 
but no better.

from beginning to end it may be as good | 
as castor oil, but itis no better. Todrain |

The 
person affected habitually eats more 
starch and sugar than his liver can 
handle. His addition goes ahead of his 
subtraction. Presently the kidneys lend 
a hand, and subtraction is taken up 
through the urine. 


~~ 

Testing the liver for its ability to handle 
sugar and starch is not at all a difficult 
matter. Any doctor can do it. It is but 
little trouble. It consists in taking three 
and one-third ounces of levulose [a form 
of sugar] or one ounce of galactose [an- 
other form of sugér] on an empty stom- 
ach and then examining the urine ‘for 
sugar. The tests should be six in num- 
ber, beginning with the urine passed two 
hours after the sugar has been caten. 
The examination should be of the urin 
passed two, four, six, eight, ten, and 
twelve hours after the sugar has deen 
eaten. 

Every “high liver’ should have his 
liver capacity tested once a year. The 
power of the liver to do its work on al- 
bumins can also be tested by the labora- 
tory man. The results of these tests, 
however, will not be as serviceable as 
guides to conduct as in the case of the 
starch and sugar ho functions.

DO NOT FORGET POLAND. 

Chicago, Nov. 18.—|{Editor of The Trib- 
_une.J—Permit me to express to you my

/}on Poland, which appeared in last Satur- 
| day's issue of Tae TRimuNs, in which 
the condition of Poland and the sufferings 

of the Polish people in this terrible war 
Were 80 accurately presented. ° 
| The wrongs perpetrated upon the Bel- 
| giana have been dwel. upon by the press 
| day after day trom the beginning of the 
| war, and, no doupt, they deserve all the 
ey mpathy of which the American people 
are capable and all the assistance that is 
| being given them. But the great ma- 
| jority of Americans are unacquainted 
with the condition of Poland and the 
sufferings of the Polish people. It is, 
therefore, gratifying to the Poles that 
Tue TRIBUNB called attention to that 
fact. Everybody knows about Louvain, 
but hardly anybody heard of Kaliss, a 
| city of nearly 40,000 inhabitants in Rus- 
sian Poland, which was burned by the 
Germans. 

The shelling of the Reims cathedral 
was decried throughout the length and 
breadth of the civilized worid, but the pil- 
aging of the most sacred shrine of Po-. 
land of its priceless treasures of Czensto- 
how wes barely given a mention. Al- 
most the whole of Galicia, which is Aus. 
trian Poland, and nearly three times as 
arge as Belgium, was overrun .by the 
Russian, Austrian, and German armies. 
Russian Poland, which is more than four 
times as large as Belgium, was overrun 
by the German army to the gates of War- 
saw. The devastation of Poland is just 
as bad as that of Belgium. But the Bel- 
gians have, at least, the satisfaction that 
they are fighting for their own country. 
When a Beigian soldier kills a German 
soldier he knows that he killed a foe who 
by force invaded his country and brought 
death and destruction, while the Poles 
are compelled to fight not only aga‘nat 
their own will, but for a cause that is 
not theirs, but that of their oppressors.

PARIS, Nov. 1—Today has been the 
saddest day of my iife. I have thought 
these many weeks past ttiat I had seen 
the accumulation of sorrow, that no more 
external suffering could bring me more 
pain than I have already experienced in 
watching these men and women of 

France, 

‘But today! 

Today it seemed as if all the suffering 
and ail the grief, all the sorrow and 
heartaches and tenderness and thwarted 


trusting faith of the world was in‘the 
cemeteries of Paris. 

It was All Saints’ day. A day sct apart 
plously each year by Parisians to go to 
the graves of their dead. Usually a day 


mingles with some more recent real sor- 
row. But this year instead of the little 
children going to put flowers on the tomb 
of the grandmother they have almost for- 
gotten, it was the old men and the oid 
women who came to put fewers on the 
graves of the young. 

O, if I could only make you see it! Thou- 
sands and thousands and thousands of 
men and women, their arms filled with 
flowers, their faces grave, their steps slow, 
their voices hushed, moving about the 
vast cemeteries, banking flowers by the 
little black crosses and Kneeling on the 
flower covered mounds in prayer—in des- 
perate prayer. . 

It seemed to me that they prayed for 
faith—the faith to still believe. But no 
teare—almost none. Under their long 
black veils the widows’ eyes were dry. 

It was a universal grief.: Each mother 
wept for the dead children of all other 
mothers. Each wife thought of thousand 
of other wives who have sorrowed as she 
has sorrowed. There was no egotism, no 
selfishness, no hoarding of personal griefs. 

They moved in silent crowds through 
the narrow alleys—bending to read the 
few words on the black wooden crossea— 
“Twenty-two years old—thirty years old 
«nineteen years old.” 

Two soldiers of the Twenty-ninth regi- 
ment, their arme in slings and one iimp- 
ing badly, held litile awkwardly tied 
bunches of astere tn their hands. They 
went down the narrow lines until they 
came to a grave at the end of an avenue. 
They placed the flowers man fashion up- 
right against the cross, and giving a stiff 
military salute turneé away. 

“A comrade at arms, messieurs?” 
asked an old man with a medal of the 
Franco-Prussian war pinned on his coat. 

* Oul, monsieur, a comrede—and more 
—our brojher. The littlest one.” | 

Separated only by a narrow trench from 
the French and the Belgian and the Eng- 
lish soldiers is a line of double crosses— 
simple black ones like the French. And 
under them lie the German soldiers who 
have died in our hospitals. And tender, 
gracious, forgiving women have covered 
their graves with flowers, too. In death 
there is no enemy. 

The early dusk was falling, and already 
the cemeteries were emptying. Of the 
600,000 who this day have left a fiower, 
said a prays over their dead, only a few 
were left by t™ flower banked graves. 

Night fell and left them there, a few 
straggling members of Paris’ army, the 
great army of mourners.

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Patriotism 


ODAY my eye fell on an article written two or three years 
ago in which the writer speaks of “the decay of national- 
ism” and the “growth of international ties,” ete. That 
was the way we Were all talking a short year back, Noth- 
ing then seemed more remote than another great war. 
Finance or socialism, we were told, had so broken down 
the narrow boundaries of European states that govern- 
ments would not find it possible to conduct wars, even if 
they had the temerity to get into them, But somebody 
bungled in Etrope and in a few short hours all our dreams 
of internationalism went up in smoke. All our talk about 
the fading of national spirit and racial prejudices was 
een to be pure speculation—or hot air, as the man on 
the street puta it. 

For a time during the early weeks of the war the Eng- 
lish press tried to create the opinion that the only coun- 
tries really united in support of their governments were 
Great Britain and France, that Germany and Austria were 


in which a great deal of impersonal grief | rent with internal dissensions. That was what England wanted to believe 
Rut the truth gradually filtered through to us from Germany, with the ald uf 


returfiing Americans who knew the country, and we now see that Germany 
is more completely fused to a national unit in feeling than any ef the con- 
tending nations; that it is not a war of the Kaiser and his general staff or uf 
militaristic Prussia, as the English poets chirped in chorus, but a patriotic 
struggle of the whole German people—however wrong headed they may be. 


ee 


@o we shall have to revise our theories of what ought to be by a recogni- 
tion of what is, and conclude that, ‘in spite of finance and socialism, of inven- 
tiuns and international trade, of peace congresses and cosmopolitanism, noth- 
ing is more potent in this twentieth century than the primitive power of na- 
tionalism—the strongest force on earth. Loyalty to the state, a readiness to 
sacrifice all personal happiness to the common cause, which is patriotiem, still 
exists. That is the one great lesson that the War thus far has taught us. 
It exists at white heat not only in France and Germany, who have had a 
quarrel of long standing to settle, but also in England and in half-conscious 
Russia. Never before in the memory of men have these nations felt them- 


selves so united, have been so vividly conscious of thetnselves as nations. 


Whether that seeme to the outside observer wholly a gain for civilization 
or merely a relapse to savage ideals, it is an established fact, which our glib 
edvocates of internationalism will find it impossible to escape from in their 
future generalizations, 

Doubtless militarists will point to this manifestation of national loyalties 
as guMoctent justification of their pet argutrent that it takes war to bring out 
the best character of a people, to weld a nation into an unselfish and heroic 
unit out of ite millions of selfish individuals, It took war, they will say, to 
settle the Irish question peaceably, to eliminate vodka from Russia, to steady 
the volatile temperament of the Freneh and break down Germany's rigid caste 
system, etc. 

It fe equally true, of course that the war has put off indefinitely all large 
programs for social betterment, economic development, and class adjustment. 
The crop of hates and the exhaustion that will result from this war, how- 
ever settled, must postpone for a generation or more the accomplishment of 
many high ideals. For one thing, socialiem and the labor cause in general 
have received body blows from this revival of nationalism that it will take 


them long to recover from. 
o 


But the world ts offered fine examples of patrictiam. Tt ts worth while 
realizing the immense importance and the beauty of patriotism. The sacrifices 
that the French and Germans are making are tremendous—fortunes, futures, 
lives—all cheerfully surrendered for the sake of the étate. ’ The Bnglish 
sacrifices, in spite of their much loud speaking, are not yet so obvious to the 
world, though doubtless we shall see them in time, if there is no other way 
out of it 

Patriotism ts the expreséion of a large egotism, but it {es the one sure way 
of destroying all petty personal egotisms when they become too rank. And 
anything that takes the individval out of his narrow self and thrills him 
with a universal emotion fs ennobling, uplifting. For once in their small lives 
great masses of men are fired by an ideal that exacts their all and gives in 
return hardships, sorrow, death. 

This feeling has nothing to do with the worthiness of the cause—that {s 
beyond the understanding of the vast majority. “Theirs not to debate.” Hav- 
ing been convinced (perhaps by political trickery) that their country demands 
their sacrifices, they offer their youth to the war gods, open their homes to the 
wounded, support the needy, maintain their courage and cheerfulness in the 
face of disasters. 

From all accourits that reach us the German brand of patriotiem is, if not 

finest, the most efficient; it sets the standard. The Germans are absolutely 


united.

The reason for it is that German patriotism did not begin with the war, 
with enlistment and writing war songs and penning flery newspaper articles. 
It began long before the war In building up an efficient state which by indus- 
trial legislation looked out for the workingmanh with compensation and insur- 
ance, also in inculcating lessons of respect and love for the German hation. 

We need a lot of that sort of patriotism in this country. It is worth while 
contemplating its results tn action. The German apparently not merely fights 
for his country when he has to, but obeys its laws. resps'ts and admires his 

Germans do not graft off their govern- 
ment, as we do. There fs none of that disgraceful leakage in public expendl-

In Gere 
many “embalmed beef” for the soidier is inconceivable, also the pork barrel 
habit, pension frauds, Indian frauds, and the many other disgraceful instances 
of dishonesty in public affairs. 

In Germany—also in France and in England—it is a coveted honor to serve 
the state. Our best American citizens will not make the sacrifice of con- 
venience even to vote regularly, much less give up income or position to serve 
their country in responsible positions. There are enough and to spare of office 
seekers in this country—men who want government salaries—but it is difficult 
to secure the services of able, capable men of high standing in the government 
departments. “Let the other fellow do it” is a national proverb. 

Must it take a great war to shake us out of the sloth of fat individualism 
in which we Americans have grown rank since the civil war? 

A war might reveal to us a shocking condition of selfishness, incompetency, 
end gross graft that would prove worse than being “ unprepared” in the mili- 
tary sense. Moral unpreparedness, lack of real patriotism, is worse than the 
lack of army or navy of coast defenses. : 

> 

To mahy Americans these words thetnselves will seem unpatriotic—te 
doubt that in every respect we are the greatest people that ever lived upon 
the globe, possessing all the primitive virtues besides our national gift of 
cleverness! Patriotism to that sort of American means shouting for the flag 
and bragging of his country and its wealth. But patriotism, as Germany is 
showing the world, whether we admire the form of intense national egotism 
to which she has turned it in this war, is a real devotion to the interests of 
the country, a loyal obedience to {ts laws and pride in [ts efficiency, in peace 
as well as in war—not grafting, not living off the state. 

Germany is strong today tn face of odds, not merely because of her mflitary 
machine, her preparedness, but because she is a nation of consistent patriots, 
lovers and workers for their country, ready to make sacrifices in peace as well 
ae in war. America as compared with Germany is weak today not because 


cur army is small. our navy insufficient, our coast defenses Weak, but because 
we as a people have come to look on government as a source of graft or 
special privilege; because our ablest citizens prefer their ease or private inter 
osts to serving the state: because fundamentally we concelve of the state as. & 
contrivance for the selfish satisfaction of our own:individualism, not eas an em+ 
hodiment of a national ideal, as an Ineatrument of Going justice to all elements 
What We need ts patriotism.

Iowa City,. Ia, Nov. 21.—[Special.]— 
A strong concentrated attack combined 
with the ability of Capt. Vic Halligan 
to kick goals from the field gave Ne- 
braska a 16 to 7 victory over Iowa today 
on the local’s gtidiron in a game which 
gave the Cornhuskers the undisputed 
right to the title west of the Mississipp! 
river and entitles them to be considered 
one of the claimants of the western cham- 
pionship. 

Although Nebraska did) not need the 
touchdown it scored, the ability of Halli- 
gan to kick goals from placement was 
the big feature of the bitterly fought can- 
test. This player, who is svithout doubt 
one of the best linemen in the west, sent 
the oval between the posts and over the 
crossbar three times and his efforts were 
worthy of all the commendation he is 
receiving tonight from the 600 enthusiasts 
who made the trip to this town to see the 
contest. 


Halligan Scores Goal. 

In the opening period Halligan sent the 
ball over the bar from the thirty-three 
yard line for the first count. The oval 
barely cleared the beam, but when this 
score was registered it looked as if it 
would be enotigh to decide the contest. 
Not content with this achievement, Hal- 
ligan sent the ball between the posts in 
the second quarter from the thirty-seven 
yard mark and the half ended with Ne- 
braska on the long end of a6 to 0 score. 

Iowa came back strong in the third pe- 
riod, but its best efforts were of no avail. 
The Hawkeyes carried the ball inside the 
visitors’ twenty yard mark three times, 
but always the final punch was lacking.

LOOD has stained the,throneroom at Belgrade 
for much more than a century. The royal palace 
of Servia’s capital has been the scene of dissen- 
sion and bloodshed that befit a medizval dynasty 
rather than that of a modern reignins; house of 

Purope. Murder, assassination, and scandal have 
marked the passing and coming of successive kings and 
queens. The present monarch, “King Peter, has never 
cleared himself of charges of complicity in the dreadful 
scenes which attended the putting to death of the last 
king and queen eleven years ago the last summer, and 
it was not until several years after his accession to the 
bloodstained throne that Great Britain and other coun- 
tries consented to acknowledge him as having a right to 
the place, . 

The two rival branches of Servia’s so-called royal 
family, the Obrenovitches and the Karageorgevitches, 
are of the commonest origin, the former descending 
from a swineherd and the latter, to which King Peter 
belongs, from a peasant, Peter's ancestor, Kara (black). 
George, who united Servia. : 

After Milosh Obrenovitch had freed Servia' from the 
Turks he reigned as prince until 1837. Being deposed 
by Russian influence, he was succeeded by his son, 
Michael, who, in turn, had to give, ‘way to Alexander 
Karageorgevitch. Milosh was recalled and reigned until 
his death in 1860. Michael again came into power, but 
was murdered in 1868 by the Karageorgevitches. His 
son, Milan, then Was called to the throne. ve 

He was only 14 years of age, a headstrong; badly 
educated youth. In 1875 he married Natalie,‘ the daugh- 
ter of a Russian colonel named Kescke. She was a beau- 
tiful woman, but wayward like Milan. . Almost iAmme- 
‘ diately their marital troubles became the scandal of 
European courts. Milan’s amours were notorious, and 
those of his queen quite kept pace with them. 

Ae a 
Draga Becomes Power at Court. 


Among the retainers of Queen Natalie was Mme. 
. raga Maschin, the widow of “an unsuccessful engi- 
heer. She was thé daughter. of a colonel named Pauta, 
said te be of an ancient Viovode family of the*Lunijevi- 
zas. She had a daughter 16 years old at the tiie. | 

At the-time she married Maschin she its said’to have 


been’ quite illiterate, but as he, was an éducated man. 


and she was ambitious, she set about to acquire not 
only ;ah.ediication ; but: polish. She succeeded com- 
pletely,-and-in a‘few years she was able to speak and 
write French and*German fluently and to play the piano 
with considefable. skill. The Maschins moved to Bel- 
grade not long after Natalie came there as queen, and 
the engineer’s wife soon made her way at court, be- 
cause at that time there were few educated men or 
women there. 

It was not long before she attracted the attention 
of both king and queen, and on M. Maschin's death 
she succeeded in securing an appointment as a lady in 
waiting to the queen. Natalie and she became great 
friends. So did she and Milan, but of this the queen 
knew nothing. In fact, so well did Mme. Maschin play 
her cards that she was soon not only the king's 
favorite, but she had more influence with him than his 
ministers did. She ministered to the king’s low tastes 
and encouraged him in his extravagances and debauch- 
erles. At one time he imported a whole corps de ballet 
from Vienna. She made hay while the sun shone and 
amassed a large fortune.

Alexander Proclaimed King. | 

Meanwhile. the king and queen became unbearable to 
each other and the conduct of Milan was such that a 
break came and he banished her from the country. She 
fled to Germany, taking with her her little son Alex- 
ander, born in 1876. By this time the Servians began 
a revolt against Milan and demanded the return of the 
prince. Natalie would not give him up, but Draga 
Maschin for a large sum went to Germany, kidnaped 
the prince, and brought him to Belgrade. After a time 
Milan allowed Natalie to return. There was a recon- 
ciliation for a time, but presently the cat and dog life 
was resumed. The feeling against Milan became s0 
strong that in 1889 he abdicated in favor of his son. 
He also divorced his wife. The decree was subsequently 
annulled. The couple twice separated, but were recon- 
ciled. In 1893 Alexander on reaching his majority Was 
proclaimed king. “A regency had existed for four years. 

As might be expected, Alexander was @ worthy son of 
such parents. Before he was out of his teens he had a 
reputation for profligacy which would have shamed a 
much older man. The parents had tried to negotiate 
a marriage for him with several princesses, German, Rus- 
sian, Montenegrin, and others, but his reputation was 
already so notorious that they failed. ° Natalie had even 
tried to make a match for him with the daughter of 
a relative, Col. Konstantinovitch, 4 wealthy Servian, 
but King Alexander would have none of her.

Banishes Both His Parents. | 

While at Biarrits with Mme, Maschin the queen 
discovered . that an affair existed between the lady in 
waiting and the king. Furious, she dismissed Mme. 
Maschin, only on her return to Belgrade to find that 
Alexander had installed his mistress in a sumptuous 
apartment not 200 feet from the palace. When the 
news of this went broadcast all chance of Alexander's 
making a.royal match was over. Both ‘Milan and 
Natalie tried to argue with. him, but to no end. He 
laughed at them afd cited their own conduct in his. 


defense. | 

They sent out spies and from Vienna and elsewhere 
they caused to be circulated gtories most damaging to 
Mme. Maschin’s reputation. @ most disgraceful con- 
duct was attributed to her, and the scandalmongers of 
Belgrade added to these stories until the object was 


made to seem the most infamous of women. » 
In spite of all this the affair continued and Alexander

banished both his parents from the country. 
he announced his intention of marrying the woman.

The marriage of Alexander was not recognized by 
the courts of Europe for some time after it took place, 
but as he finally desisted in trying to secure an invi- 
tation for himself and Draga to visit St. Petersburg and 
elsewhere the matter was dropped.

Country on Verge of Anarchy. 


Draga’s triumph was now complete. After bleeding 
the country through the father she had now married 
the son and reigned as queen. Her husband’s parents, 
who had opposed her, had both been banished. Milan 
died penniless in Vienna and Natalie was a discred- 
ited. wanderer. among the courts of Europe. Parlia- 
ment and ministers had opposed the marriage, and 
against these the queen now directed her vengearice. 
One of these men, Col. Bogdanovitch, she had dragged 
from. his home and shot. 
was such that she had him dismiss the ministry, sus- 
pend the constitution of 1901, and repeal certain laws. 
He revived an old constitution under which the king 
had infinitely more power. The country by this time 
was. on the verge of anarchy. The feeling against 


Draga was more bitter even than that against: the king. 


The married life of the royal pair thus. began in- 
auspiciously and it was doomed to be tragic to the end. 
One cause Of dissension was her failure to produce 
an heir. It is said that she tried to palm off a son 
of her sister as her own child, but the king,-~- seeing 
through the plot, accused her of the deception, and the

queen in despair took poison, but was restored by the 
court physician. The king Was furious. He threat- 
ened to divorce her, to abdicate, or to adopt a peasant’s 
child as an heir. 

The queen’s extravagances in view of the depleted 
treasury of the country formed another scandal. Her 
costumes and jewels rivaled those of the great queens 
of Europe. Besides the money she caused Alexander 
to extort from the people by’ taxes she was. saifl to 
enjoy large incomes from Vienna and St. Petersburg 
for the political intrigues: she carried on in favor of 
those courts. The feeling of revolt grew every day in 
court, military, and political circles, Phe foreign min- 
istries of Russia, Austria, and Germany watched eager- 
ly each step of the drama which was playing itself 
out in Belgrade, but in Geneva an old man with a 
hawklike face and a sinister eye watched more eagerly 


than any.

This was Prince Peter Karageorgevitch, the. repre- 
sentative. of the nonreigning family. Code telegrams 
sped from his spiés in Belgrade to Peter in Switzer- 
land. There was nothing which went on in the capital 
of Servia’ of which he did not know as soon as it 


happened. Not a day passed that he did not receive 


@ fat letter from Belgrade. A wily old man, Peter. 
What is he plotting? What does all this correspond- 


ence mean? . Who are his friends in Servia and what 


are they doing? | 
At 2 o'clock in the morning of June 11, 1903, at Bel- 


grade, the Sixth infantry, headed by Col.. Naumovitch 
and Col. Maschin, a brother of Queen Draga’s first 
husband, marched silently through the. streets to the 
door of the palace, There they were joined by several 
men, officials and civilians. Other corps of sgidiers 
were posted in the streets leading to the palace and 
in other parts of the city. where opposition might 
show itself.. No police were visible. They were con- 
trolled by the conspirators. . 

At the gates the palace guards were overpowered, 
Entrance was easily effected. Guards were then 
placed at every door with orders to shoot any one who 
resisted. Inside some attendants tried to escape. The 
soldiers killed them with their bayonets. 

One of the first who was attracted by the noise was 
the queen’s youngest brother. 

As he rushed out to question the intruders he was 
shot dead. By this time Col. Naumovitch blew open 
the door of the king’s room with a bomb and then 
rushed in, followed by Col. Mischics and Maj. Lasaro- 
vitch. ee

At this Alexander and Draga caught hold of hands 
and rushed from the apartment, making for the roof 
of the palace, After them came the leaders, followed 
by the soldiery. The royal fugitives fied from room 
to room in the dark, slamming the doors behind them 
as they ran. Shots, screams, and shouts resounded 
through the palace as the pursuit went on. 7 

At last Alexander and Draga gained the roof, and 
there in the darkness the couple made their last 
stand. They were not to wait long. There the pur- 
suers found them, the queen kneeling in terror behind 
her husband. One of the conspirators, who it was is 
not known, shot and instantly killed the king. 

As he fell: the others rushed up and poured shot 
after shot into his body and that of the queen. Both 
were dead in a few minutes after they had been over- 
taken on the roof. 

Their bodies were carried downstairs and thrown 
out of a window into a courtyard. 

With the king and queen were buried in the same 
obscure way her two brothers, Gen. L. Petrovitch, min- 
ister of war, and Gen. Zingar Markovitch, the pre- 
mier, both of whom were seized in their homes by 

- other conspirators and brutally slain.

Peter Leaves for Belgrade. 


In Geneva, when he received news that the house 
of Obrenovitch had been wiped out in blood, Prince 
Peter went straight to a gun shop and bought a re- 
volver. The next thing he bought was a ticket to 
Belgrade. Before going, however,-he had a confer- 
ence with the Russian consul. | 

Peter had lived in Geneva quietly since 1891. It is 
eaid that he ‘was supported by the Russian govern- 
ment, At the time of his accession he was 58 years 
of age. He had been educated at the French military 
academy at St. Cyr. In 1867 he joined the foreign le- 
gion and during the Franco-Prussian war he fought 
with distinction and attained the rank of captain. | 

He was married to a daughter of Prince Nicholas of 
Montenegro, but she died after giving birth to two 
sons, George and Alexander, and a daughter, Helen. 
She brought with her a large Qvry. Rut the income 
from it goes only to néF softs. 47.” 

It is said on good authority that the people were 
strong for a republic, but the army leaders decided 


for a monarchy, and that settled it. They made no’ 


objection, however,- to the.constitution of 1888 as a 
basig of the new bill of rights which the assembly 
adopted and which was a comparatively liberal one. 
‘A few days later Peter was formally elected by the 
scuptschina and inducted into office with due cere- 
mony. It was noted, however, that the popular dem- 
onstrations were mechanical in character. The cheers 
and applause were those of a hired claque.

Peter Vexed by Crazy Son. 


Peter’s most serious trouble was with his _ son, 
Prince George, the heir apparent. Bither by inheri- 
tance or by his education in Russia George had at- 
tained habits which attracted wide attention in Eu- 
rope. Insanity and degeneracy, the joint products of 
royalty, distinguished his conduct from the day he 
returned from St. Petersburg. One of his first acts 
was to kick a valet so severely that the man died a 
few days afterward in the hospital. 

George had sent the man to post a letter. Suspec’- 
ing him, he had him followed, The letter was neve’ 
posted. The man lied and said it was. The prince 
flew at him and kicked him down stairs. Added to 
George’s other shortcomings was an ungovernable 
temper. Neither his father nor any of the ministers 
had the slightest authority over him. He completely 
lacked self-control. 

Riding his bicycle up to the palace gate and finding 
it locked, he forced his machine violently against the 
obstruction, smashing the bicycle and falling over the 
handlebars. Getting up, he rushed at an officer who 
was coming to his assistance and struck him In the 
face. The officer promptly returned the blow, where- 
upon the prince drew a revolver and shot at the man, 
but missed him. 

One of his favorite occupations was to sit in his re-™ 
and shoot holes in the walls and cefling. His mili- 
tary tutor refused to put up with his conduct and 
returned to Paris. George in a rage struck a hostler 
with a whip, cutting out an eye. 

He dia not neglect the fair sex. He fell under the 
spell of Mme. Desanka Gyorgyevits, an actress at Bel- 
grade. She had been the wife of a Servian diplomat, 
but had eloped with a man, who then deserted her. 
She went to Vienna, studied for the stage, and, as 
she was pretty, had no trouble in securing engage- 
ments, At Belgrade George was in his box every night 
to see ber, He began making gifts to her, but Papa 
Peter put a stop togthat. Then he fled with her to 
Vienna, where they led a gay life until Peter’s agents 
found him and carried him back to Belgrade. Two 
nights later the actress’ dead body stabbed in many 
places was found In a wood, 

It was not long before George broke loose again. 
He gathered up a corps of dancing girls and had them 
_conveyed to the palace when the royal family was 
supposed to be asleep. Through the back door he 
‘took them into the very throneroom ftself. This he 
caused to be lighted up, a table was brought in with 
a midnight luncheon which largely consisted of cham- 
pagne. He had performed a mock ceremony, in which 
one. of the girls crowned him king and then poured 
a bottle of wine on his head. The party then joined 
hands and circled about the room singing. The 
guards interposed then, but the gay party chased them 
out of the palace and went dancing down the street. 


Brother Made Heir Apparent. 

George’s madness now rapidly became worse. 
threatened to kill his father. He tried to sh 
dier who refused to bite off the head of a-m 
prince had caught.

He wrote a monograph one time 
that dealt with the drug, its origin, how it first-came 
to be used by man, and a Wealth of other details that 
interested about, fifty other people who were like him in 
mental! ‘nabits. ‘He sent it to a society for physiological 
research and portions of it were later printed in a med- 
ical journal. It was dry and uninteresting from a lay- 
man’s point of view, but it gave him much honor in his 
profession and about $10 in real money, and these two 
results of his labors brought him intense happiness. 

And then again I knew another man who thought, 
dreamed, and spoke of nothing else but morphine. He 
was a “fiend,” a victim ‘who had lost all pride. The 
drug was meat, drink, and air to him. He would do 
anything to get it. He was not a nice person to meet, 
but ‘oe was an education in himself. When under the 
influence of the drug he would revert to some affairs 
that had occupied him earlier in life, and he would 
babble sentences that gave one a tantalizing glimpse at 
what he had seen and what he might ‘aave been had not 
the habit claimed him body and soul. 

I mention these two men to show the different angles 
at whico morphine seizes the interest. The man about 
whom this story is written says he has lost all interest 
in the drug itself. But that-is not true. He stops him- 
self from. thinking of it and its effects. Else he would 
revert to the standing of the victim he once was and 
Jose the efforts of ten years which have elapsed since he 


won. his freedom.

Story Not a Rare One. 

He told me his story one nignt in his home, partly to 
show his knowledge of the drug and partly to refute 
my argument that a man cannot be reclaimed who has 
been a victim of the morphine habit for any length of 
time. He says his story is not a rare one; that many 
men and women in Cnicago have waged a successful 
fight after years of slavery that held no ray of hope. I 
didn’t know that before. It is a hard thing to believe, 
but if he is an example of the army of those who came 
back, they are wonderful people. - He certainly has won 
a victory. You will see that as you read his story. 
This is the story as he told it to me, sitting where the 
light shone on his face and rendered more distinct the 
expressions of despair, pain, hope, and -happiness as 
they flitted across his features in gne telling. You must 
imagine him telling his story to you. Thus: 

“Ten yenrs ago I was a victim of the morphine habit. 
I had been a victim for three years. I had little hope 
of ever freeing myself from the toils that the drug had 


woven around me. It was even worse than that with 


me. I did not care to stop the habit. I looked with 
terror that I have never since experienced on the ag- 
onies that would accompany any effort I might make to 
get back to normal again, to regain my self-respect and 
mastery over myself. Morphine does not release its vic- 
tims easily. A ‘fiend’ frees ‘himself or herself only 
through much misery and bodily suffering, and the 
glamour of the drug makes a fight against it seem unnec- 
essary. You can readily understand this when you 


‘realize that morphine takes away the self-respect of its 


victims, weakens their wills, their nervous systems, and 
their bodies in such a way as to make itself necessary 
to their happiness, even to their existence. 

“I came up to Chicagu twenty years ago from a 
small town downstate. I was full of ambition and of 
hope, and with these things I had a superabundance <of 
self-confidence. I thought that I would have some ‘ard 
periods in my life, periods in which the fight would go 
against me for a while. .I had read of these things in 
the lives of those who had won success, but the pros- 
pect of meeting them did not worry me especially. I 
thought that things would take the right turn eventu- 
ally. They couldn’t do anything else when I had thrown 
all my reserves into tne battle. Like youth itself, I 
brooked no possibility of defeat. In this was the weak- 
ness of my equipment for the fight. But I didn’t know 
that then. I learned it when I went down into the valley 
of the shadow of despair.

In Search of Romance. 

“Chicago in those days was a ‘wide open’ town, 
Stockmén coming in from the rancnes of the west and 
southwest turned a percentage of their profits to the 
gratifying of their pleasures. There was gambling and 
wine and women and the glamour that these things shed 
over the eyes of youth and tne imagination of young 
men. 

“I became a bookkeeper in a commissiop house 
through a letter of introduction from my father, who 
had been a boyhood friend of one of the members of 
the firm. I didn’t like my job. There is little romance 
in endless columns of figures. I spent my nigats in 
search of the romance, and as there is no true romance 
in the hectic night life until one has become a denizen, 
I took the substitute and suffered accordingly. 

“TI took my first taste of morphine more out of curi- 
osity than anything else. I had been drinking that 
nigat. I was in a party that had gone out for that pur- 
pose. Toward midnight I was miserable from the ef- 
fects of the drink. I did not want any more. I was 
sick. One of the party was a morphine ‘fiend.’ He 
showed me his ‘ needle’ and enlarged on the effects of 
the stuff. He told me that if I injected it into my arm 
I would rid myself of the after effects of my drinking. 
I’ was half drunk then. Waen my tempter had rolled 
his sleeves to his elbow and injected the stuff I could 
see the effects registered on his features. 

“1 rolled my sleeve up then and bared my arm to 
the needle. He pushed the point just under my skin 

and shot the drug into’my body. ‘I waited expectantly.

I 
don’t blame him. There is a big penalty attached to 
the selling of the drug. Besides, he had to pay the po- 
lice a certain amount of ‘ protection,’ witaout which he 
would never have been able to carry on his trade with

From this point I drifted, 
doing odd jobs, getting money from home at intervals, and 
striving to keep up a ‘front’ on the chance that my credit 
might be good at some drug store or back room. The 
drug and my indulgence began to leave the marks on 


me. 


Two years after my first injection I looked as 


though I ‘nad tuberculosis. I was a wreck, mentally 


and physically. 


I was unstable, dishonest when the 


need and the occasion arose. I would steal, lie, do any- 
thing short of murder to get some of the drug when I 
had been without it for any lengto of time. 


“It was at this time that I reached the lowest depths 


of degradation and began to rise again slowly back to self- 
respect and normal life. 


“My father wrote me that a girl from home was 


coming into the city on her way to a Michigan ‘hospital, 
where she would take.a position as a trained nurse. He 
asked me to visit her while she was here and to make 


her stay pleasant. 


“1 wired my father for motey on the receipt of his 


letter and visited the girl in due time. In the old days 
she had been the girl of my dreams. Before I had left 
home we had plighted our-troth. But the life I had 
been living here in the city was not conducive to corre- 
spondence with a nice girl. I ‘had stopped writing, and

Yet 
many eaters have hated stuffing 
If wet and soggy 
and sage struck ft {§ horrid. If dry and 
crumbly # is not good. If finely flavored 
with onion it is not as‘good ag a slice of 
toasted bread served With fried or stewed 
Onions. . 
In theory we extend the turkey or chick- 
én by stuffing it. In practice the cooking 
is seldom s0 well done that the juices of 
the bird penetrate the stuffing to any 
extent. Basting .must be constant, ani 
even so it is qyestiongble whether the 


using of the juices ofthe poultry to this 


end is worth while. Is the meat not bet- 
ter for their complete retention in it? 

‘Foreign cooks quite universally use as 
a dressing or stuffing (farci) a highly see- 
soned meat minge, meat ground fine and 


‘then pounded toa paste. Numerous and 


most precious geasonings are used in 
these minces, and they often rank with or 
even above the meat of the breast in deli- 


cacy. We are not equal to such things 
for several reasons, but such stuffings 


‘season far better than do our soggy mix- 


tures of bread the fish or flesh or fowl 
into which they are sewed or tied. 

In one of the newest and best books cut 
on cooking there is the following state- 
ment: ‘ Poultry roasted without stuffing 
is more delicious than when stuffed, be- 
cause the birds can be cooked more quick- 
ly and are therefore more juicy. If stufting 
is liked, it should be cooked in the roast- 
ing pan at one side and not in the’ bird.” 

Leaving out the stuffing from our 
Thanksgiving turkey leaves us with one 


thing less to eat, and this is worth our) 


attention, since we so habitually overcat | 
on this and other holidays, partly be- 
cause we eat so many bread things with 
the different dishes. It is an excellent 
plan to practice the fadeaway on our 
Thanksgiving menu. Let the soup be 
light and in cups. If we have a fruit 
cocktail, let it be scanty, not big enough 
to serve in the skin of half a grapefruit. 
Let our vegetables be prepared in some 
dainty form and served to garnish as 
wéll as to accompany our turkey. As we 
approach the end let us not multiply 
choices of pies, cakes, etc.

Mashed- Potatoes. 

.There is one essential thing to remem- 
ber about mashedgptato which we'so uni- 
versally serve; “ig“e that it must not be 
allowed to stand after it has been mashed 
and seasoned. Jt loses’ all its quality by 
so doing. So tue js this that thousands 
of people do not know what true mashed 
potato is. If it must be prepared before- 
hand, pack it dnto a hot éarthen dish, 
brush the top with butter or egg, and 
put into the oven for ten minutes. A ta- 
blespoon of cream to each two potatoes 
and an ounce of butter to four medium 
potatoes seasons them well, with the calt 
and perhaps pepper. It is best to have the 
cream hot, or hot mitk may be used in- 
stead with a little more butter. 


Potatoes Baked and Stuffed. 

Potatoes prepared in a little different 
way from those sometimes put in to bake 
with a roast, in the last hour, may be 
cwne as follows: Peel as many potatces 
ef medium size as are needed, making 
them egg shaped or pyramidal, or in any 
form you please. Cut Off one end so that 
they will stand and make them with the 
roast or by themselves, When done cut 
off the top, dip out the pulp, mash, and 
season, refill the potatoes, put on caps 
or part cut off, set in oven ten minutes, 
and then pour some melted butter over 
-them before servis. Butter, cream, and 
egg yolk may be. used to season the inside 
nely chopped meat or bacon 
and same chopped mushroom may be 
added. These may be made a decorative

These can be drained and finished with | 


butter or added to a sauce. In either case 
potatoes so prepared can stand in the 
oven covered and not lose in flavor as 
do mashed potatoes. 


Boiled Onions, 

Small onions boiled in meat stock, bolled 
away and reduced to glaze, are delicious, 
but some butter or bacon with a little 
sugar and water may be used fnstead, 
just enough liquid to cover, so that it will 
all be boiledaway. Cookediin plain salted 
water and served in a little hot cream 
they are delicious, but cannot so well be 
used as a garnish. Small onions will cook 
from twenty minutes to half an hour as 
follows: Remove the thin paper skin so 
as to leave them as comely as possible, 
cover with a Httle cold water or meat 
stock, boil up, then cover cooking vessel 
closely, and finish over the simmering 
burner. The steam generated . helps to 
cook them better than in an open veasel. 
By all means have, for hygienic reasons, 
some onions on the Thanksgiving menu. 


Omelet Surprise. 

A simple, satisfactory way to serve the 
ice cream of the Thanksgiving dinner ie 
as omelet surprise, or what some cooks 
call *‘ baked Alaske,”’ and what a certain 
boy Is imclined to call “ cake & la mode.” 
If prepared in tndividual portions, which 
is the easiest way for the uninitiated, put 
a slice of sponge cake on a plate, cover 
with @ slice of ice cream, and then cover 
the whole with a meringue and brown 
under the brofier. The great cock puts a 
whole long brick of ice cream on a cake 
cushion, masks it with stiffly beaten and 
sweetened white of egg, and then #ith 
some of the egg in a paper cone he makes 
fancy figures on it and the whole 
into a hot oven to slightly brown. Some- 
times he garnishes it with lines of melted 
curramt jelly. The whites of two eges 
and a tablespoon of sugar are enough for 
three slices of cake and ice cream.

Both heads were enormous,.and I was 
told that the ovis ammon was a record 
head that had come from the Thian Shan 
mountains in northern Chinese Turkes- 
tan.

The great reception hall was a perfect 
setting for a soldier who had served his 
country for sixty years and who now was 
spending the twilight of his life in a 
peaceful quiet, surrounded by reminders 
of the thrilling days of his life.

I was struck by the rather impersonal 
attitude which both Lord Northcilffe 
and Lord Roberts exhibited when the 
subject of the German army wae under 
discussion.

When we 
told them that in our observations the 
Germans had been operating with won- 
Gerful discipline and that the stories of 


German atrocities were undoubtedly ter- 


ribly exaggerated, I was somewhat sur- 
prised to find that this was Lord Roberts’ 
own opinion, s 

In the course of his long experience in 
many wars I am sure that he has become 
skeptical of many of the atrocity sto- 
ries which flood the world during the 
progress of great wars. Lord Roberts 
asked how we had been treated while 
with the Germans and we told him brief- 
ly the circumstances of our trip to Bel- 
gium and how we had come to be caught 
in the German advance at Louvain, from 
which time we had continued with the 
Germans until we had been sent back 
from the French frontier to Aiz-lae-

At this juncture Lady Roberts came 
fm en the arm of her elder daughter, 
Lady Bdéwine Stewart. Upon ber arrival 
Lord Roberts at once went te her side 
and introduced us te her. 

A moment or two later luncheon wee 
emmounced and the party went into a 
room, where we sat down—a party of 
eight. Lord Roberts’ grandson, a boy of 
about 18, had joined us. In a few days 
he was to get his commission as a second 
lieutenant amd was soon to join the 
colors. 

At the table were Lord and Lady Rob- 
erts, his only two Itving children—Lady 
Stewart and Lady Aileen Roberts, his 
grandson, and the three guests, Lord 
Northajiffe, Mr. Cobb, and myself.

E have four peculiarly national 
holidays — Thanksgiving day, 
Fourth of July, Washington’s

HE Frances Juvenile home is the 
only institution of its kind in the 
world and one that might well be 
reproduced in numbers. It was 

founded about five years ago with the 
sum of $450. For a long time it seemed as 
if the good work was to be nothing more 
than a deserving experiment, and even yet 
there are times when the bills pile up and 
the lack o fa regular maintenance fund 
is keenly felt. But somehow the work 
goes on and the fourteen children who 
happem to be at the home are not turned 
out until everything that can be done for 
them is done. 

The home is for the purpose of giving 
medical treatment to children who are 
victims of hereditary taint. There are 
more than 500 of such cases in Chicago 
annually, and no institution except the 
Frances Juvenile home where they can 


be taken care of in the proper environ- 
ment. 


If they are sent to the hospitals they 


ere obliged to be in objectionable wards 
or among children who are confined to 
their beds. They are, of course, not al- 
lowed ta attend the public schools because 
of the danger of infection. A large per- 
centage of these cases are curable, and it 
is their cure under the best environment 


' that the home aims to accomplish. 


oe 
‘The tneurables, therefore, are not re- 
ceived, aa the house will only accommo- 
date fourteen children at a time, and as 
soon as one ts cured another comes to take 
ita place. Sometimes the children are in 
the home a year and consequently need 
mora! training as well as physica! care. 

A school teacher has been provided by 
the board of education to teach one day 
atthe home. It isremarkable how quick- 
ly these children reapond to her teaching. 
Mary of them have never been to schoc! In 
their lives and canmot even write their 
names, but before they have been in 
achool long they have caught up with 
normal children of their age One little 
girl wes brought fm te the home who be- 
cause she had never spoken in her life 
was believed to be dumb, but with kind- 
ness and utiring effort she was taught 
to speak and to read. 

The home is a comfortable brick house 
at 3920 Indiana avenue. for which $45 
a month is paid in rent. It hasa pleasant 
living room and dining room on the main 
Door and sleeping rooms above where 
two or three children sleep in a room in 
tiny white beds. On the next floor is the 
sunny scheoolroom, to which has lately 
been given a grand piano. There is a 
pleagam yard where the children play 
games, and over the whole place is the 
shine of absolute cleanliness. When the 
children are in the yard and around the 
house they have much the comfortable 
look of a well situated, if unusually large 

family. 
~~ 

Dr. Clara Seippel gives her services 
free, visiting the children once and some- 
times twice a day. When she is indis- 
posed Dr. Sadie Adair takes her place. 
There is a housekeeper who attends to 
the culinary wante of the children and 
keeps the house in perfect order and a 
trained nurse who cares for them and is 
Dr. Seippel’s able second. 

The expense of the home amount to 
about $225 a month, tncluding food and 
fuel. As there is no maintenance fund, it 
is sometimes difficult to raise this amount 
and the president of the board has hit 
upon the plan of giving pound parties on 
the third Friday of each month to stock 
the pantry with etapies. All the friends 
of the home are irvited on that day to 
comne and take tea im the schoolroom and 
hear the children sing.

Every wom- 
an readily comprehends that the alder- 
men handle the municipal housekeeping, 
end that, unless she helps to elect the 
best type of city fgther, the alley back 
of her own hom@te‘ikely to suffer in con- 
sequence. hoe i | 

That the women will be able to vote for 
ell officials and: on all public questions 
has been given as another reason for the 
looked for revival of political interest. 
Many women acknowledged that they did 
not go to the polls at all on the third of the 
 genth because Th&y were not entitied to 


vote for United States senator, Dlincis 
representatives, and other important offi- 
cials. They rather scorned half a ballot. 

While all workers realize that there 
will be elements in the spring election at 
which a mayor and thirty-seven alder 
men will be elected, which will stir the 
women into political action, they are not 
leaving the matter to “ natural causes,”’

Six stages of the war in the north can be followed on this map. 
In the early part of the war the Russians advanced into East Prussia 
while the kaiser was making his rapid advance through Belgium 
and France; the Germans and Austrians on the other hand had 
managed to cross the boundary line and penetrate Poland a con- 
‘siderable distance before the slower moving Russians were able to 
gather sufficient force to oppose them successfully. 

Tangled up and defeated in the lake region of East Prussia, the 
Russians then were forced to retire in the north, but meanwhile were 


making headway in Galicia.

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“The Big Idea’: the Big Idea of the New York Season.

EW YORK —[Srecial Correspond- 

ence. ]—Novelty, it has been said, 

N is the big mote of this particular 

theatrical! season. Novelty and 

| surprise: . Nothing could be’ more 

mysterious there Cuys than the réhearsal 

of‘a new play. “Nothing more secret than 
the plot of a projected crama. 

Playwrights cross the strect. to avoid 
each other for fear they may inadver- 
tently let’ slip an idea. Silly playwr: ‘gtita, 
to worry £0 about the impossible! 
Managers keep themselves behind closed 
doors ané sea'd lips. And ae for actors! 
Those who Have positions and are re- 
hearsing are so afraid to talk that Broad 
way is really very quiet. 

Yet this week the biggest movelty of 
the year was prodctced, and was appar- 
ently just as much. of a furprise as 
though it had not been running in Bos- 
ton for several weeks last passed: “* The 
Big Idea,” they call it, and itis. For in 
it the authors—A. E.’Thomas afié Clayton 
Hamilton—have, to express ft in poker 
terms, seen George Cohan’'s “‘ Seven Keys 
to Baldpate " and gone him one better. 

In the Cohan play, made from Earl 
Derr Bigger’s novel, the hero, ‘you will 
remember, began the writing of a 10,000 
word story in the prologue, and the au- 
dience*@iscevéred at the tag of the play 
thet what. had been acted was really no 
more than the story shaping itself in the 
mind of: ‘the Writer. 


In “ The Big Idea” * the hero, believing 
that he must ccmmit suicide ip order to 
raise $22,000 needed to save his dear old 
dad from the peniteritiary, is induced at 
the end of the first act to write the very 
tragic experiencés through which he and 
his family are passing in the form of s 
play, and try to raise the needed money 
on the play before resorting to suicide. 

He therefore starts to write the play 
in which he is appearing, and the audi- 
ence not only watches the play as it is 
being acted and written at the same time. 
but is even present when, in the third act, 
the first two acts of it are taken tothe 
manager's office and offered for sale. 

The scheme of this novel entertainment 
must sound preposterous in the telling. 
In fact, the real triumph of both the au- 


» thors and the actors is that in spite of its

epostero eta they force you to be- 
lieve in it, Te all intents and purposes 
they brazenly confess that they are fool- 
ing you'as they go along, and yet it makes 
very little if any, difference with yout en- 
joyment of the entertainment they offer.

map the eastern ahd western hori: 
gons are reversed. The map gives you 
below your eyes the sky as it appears 
above. Generally the direction is given 
to hold the map over your head, but with 
an understanding that the eastern *nd 
western horizons are reversed this is un- 
“necessary. 

To locate a start begin with the pole 
star and the Big Dipper. If you are in 
doubt as to the pole star use the pointers 
of the Dipper, the two stars fn the outer 
edge of the bowl. They point almost di- 
rectly to it. The distance bétween the 
two pointers is five degrees. That is a 
measuring stick. The distance to the 
pole star is five times tne distance be- 
tween the pointers, 

With Dipper and the pole star as guides, 
you will find Capella by drawing a line 
through the pointers to Polaris and then 
off in an opposite direction from the har.- 
dle of the Dipper to a distance of 45 de- 
grees. Remember, the measuring stick 
—nine times its length.

A line drawn through Capella from the 
pole star and extended 50 degrees south 
will reach Rigel, the great sun of the con- 
stellation Orion. It is a white star. 
About 16 degrees north of Rigcl, and 
arising before it, is the other great star 
of the Constellation, the orange red Retel- 
geuse. 

Further north than these two stara but 
coming in at about the same time are 
Castor and Pollux. the Twins. They are 
four and a half degrees apart. They 
identify themselves by their proximity 
to each other. 

The Pleiades are known almost univer- 
shily by their ghimmer or can be identi- 
fied by it, and following them is Alde- 
baran, rising soon after Capella.

U.S. COLLECTOR READY FOR 
WAR TAX RUSH TOMORROW. 


They came as ploneers and had to cut 
their homes out of the woods. They 
chopped down the forests and built log 
cabins and planted | wheat fields and or- 
chards. They have now cleared a large. 
part of the country and have many fine 
farms. They are more prosperous and 
thrifty than the ordinary Chilencs, and 
many have become rich. 

Some of them have great sawmills and 


‘ are shipping lumber to all parts of Chile. 


Others raise wheat, potatoes, and apples, 
and not a few areengaged in merchandia- 
ing. Owing to their enterprise the region 
promises to become one of the richest and 
most prosperous parts of the republic. 


City of 20,000 Growing. 

Already many large towns have grown 
up, such as Osorno, Puerto Montt, and 
Valiivia. Valdivia is the metropoiis. 
Lying 500 miles south of Santiago, in the 
heart of the woods, it is surrounded by 
new farms and clearings. its port is the 
sstiapat one of south Chile, and at it 
machinery of all kinds, and especially 

- agricultural implements, are landed. 
The city has now 20,000 people and it is 
rapidly growing. Ithada fire a few years 
ago which swept away the buildings of 
wood and tin which then existed and in 
their places we now find a new city, built 
along modern lines and up to date In every 
particular. Many of the buildings are of 
eet concrete and of two or three 


i shops have plate glass windows, 
coming down to the pavements, and the 
window displays are better than those of 
our towns of the same size at home. The 
streets are wide and the pavements about 
twice as broad as those of Santiago. The 
whole tone of Valdivia is white, and the 
concrete construction makes it look like 
a substantial municipality built of Berea 

sandstone. 


More German than Chilean. 

Indeed, Valdivia, is more German then 
Chilean. The signs over the stores are 
in German, and there are German cafés, 
in which you get excellent beer made by 
the Germans. This beer is famous 
throughout the repwhblic, and it is shipped 
north and south on the steamers. 

The chief hotel here has a French name, 
but it is run by a German, and Germans 
own the greater part of the town. One of 
the leading exceptions is the chief import- 
ing establishment. This ie American. It 
belongs to W. R. Grace & Co., having a 
pretentious two story building, covering 
fhe whole of one side of the plaza. This 
store is filled with American machinery, 
from windmills and reapers and thrashers 
to hand sewing machines and notions. It 
has also American canned goods and 
textiles. 

When I arrived in Valdivia at night I 
expected to find everything closed up as 
tight as a drum, as is the custom in nearly’ 
vit Spanish-American city along the 

est coast. 

Down here at Valdivia the town is alive 
hag dark, and Saturday night the stores 

are open till late in the evening. The 
place is lighted by electricity, and crowds 
walk the streets and promenade back and 
forth in the plaza. 

“Valdivia is situated on the Valdivia 
| siver, which flows from the Andes dowr to 
the Pacific. The town is about twelve 
miles from the mouth of the river, where 
Hes the port of Corral. All goods are 
landed at Corral and carried up to Val- 
divia in barges. I took a steam launch 
and rode down to look at the port. The 
stream is about half as wide as the Poto- 
mac at Washington. 

We sailed by lumber yarde, boat 
bulldi ks, sawmills, and other wood- 
working establishments.

Business men and bankers in Chicago, 
' Iitinols, and Iowa are considering a 
plan to establish branch banks in South 
end Central America. The plan devel- 
oped yesterday after the delegates re- 
turned from the Mississippi valley trade 
‘conference at Memphis. i 

When the two days’ conference had 
ended the delegates agreed that a 
bank financed by maz cturers and bust- 
nése men in the Mississippi valley must 
precede trade eXtension in the countries 
of the south. One plan outlined by one 
of the delegates provides for a bank in 
the United States with a capital of $500,- 
000, each of twenty-five business firms 
here to take stock up to $20,000. 

With this bank as a working basis, two 
branches would be established. One 
would be placed in a thrifty city in Cen- 
tral America and the other would be es- 
tablished on the west coast of South 
America, away from the competition of 
the New York institutions and the foreign 


Meeting of Much Benefit. 

The delegates who attended the confer- 
ence from Chicago declared the meeting 
was beneficial to the Mississippi valley. 
It gave the business men from the various 
states an opportunity to exchange ideas, 
and the addresses on foreign trade by 
First Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Sweet; John Barrett, director-general of 
the Pan-American union, and Ellicott H. 
Goodwin, secretary of the United States 
chamber of commerce, furnished a mass 
of foreign trade information. 

“The delegates came away,’ Hubert 
F. Miller, manager of the Association of 
Commerce, said, “ with the feeling that 
business in South and Central America 
will follow money. Americans must make 
investments in the institutions of the 
country, giving them a purchasing power, 
before it will be possible to obtain any 
volume of business there.”’
